It was generally ‘reported about the 
city in the afternoon that he would be 
roundly catechised at this meeting, and

The governor, in his opening remarks, 
stated he wanted to be questioned. 

He listened to each and made replies 
to each. 

To only one question did the governor 
decline to answer... That was near the 
close of the evening when some one 
asked: ¢ 

“How about Tom Watson?” To thts 
the governor said: “That has nothing 
to do with this; he is no candidate; that 
is an irrelevant question.” 

He was asked: “How about immigra- 
tion?’ and he replied explaining he 
never favored indiscriminate immigra- 
tion, and only favored importing cerf- 
tain agriculturists from Germany who 
in his opinion might easily amalgamate 
with the Georgia farmers, 

He was asked: “How ‘bout the free 
pass to the immigration agent?’ to 
which he replied: “Il didn’t know any- 
thing about that until it was published 
in the papers; I don't approve of hav- 
ing any at all, and am satisfied he won't 
have them a week from today. In fair- 
ness to him 1 will say he has already. 
taken steps to return them voluntarily.” 

He was asked: “How ‘bout your lob- 
bying?”” and he replied that there had 
been certain concerted effort to defeat 
several measures, and he had invited 
legislators to: his house and office in an 
effort to get them to vote right, and he 
would do it over again. 

He was asked: “Who tends to Judge 
Hines’ work when he is off ‘lectioneer- 
ing for you?’ 

“How long can a governor's chair be 
vacant?” 

“How ‘bout the Piedmont bar? 

“Why didn’t you treat Little Joe with 
silent contempt?’ 

“Brown, Brown, Brown.”

‘ GOSSIP AT THE CAPITOL 


Yesterday, May !, the last day, under 
the law, for corporations to make their 
annual returns to the comptroller gen- 
eral. found the returns of the Atlantic 
Coast Line submitted at the same 
figures of last year, plus increase in 
tangible: property, and with a protest 
at the figures. 

These figures were those which the 
board of arbitrators fixed last year for 
the return of 1907. The aggregate value 
of the entire system in Georgia was 
placed at $18,571,000. The franchise 
of the road was put at $3,514,570. 

The increase amount to about $100,- 
000 last vear’s figures by the reason 
of more property being acquired by 
this road since the returns were agreed 
upon. 

There are yet a number of large cor- 
porations, including the Southern, Sea- 
board. Atlanta and West Point railways 
and some municipal corporations yet to 
be returned, which will 
rive on the morning mail. 


WILL AID ENFORCEMENT 
OF THE PROHIBIFION LAW 


Judie Speer Says His Court Will 
Help Georgia People Enforce 
Georgia Law. 


Albany, Ga. May § 1!.—(Special.)—In 
passing sentence on two defendants 
who had entered pleas of guilty in the 
United States court to charges of sell- 
ing spirituous liquors without having 
paid the government tax, Judge Emory 
Speer ths morning declared his purpose 
of assisting, through his court, in every 
possible way, to make the Georgla pro- 
hibition law effective. The defendants, 
Robert Coley Smith, of Crisp county, 
and Henry Williams, of Mitchell coun- 
ty, were given penitentiary sentences 
and heavy fines, the court announcing 
the purpose of making examples of 
them. 

Judge Speer told them that such of- 
fenses as theirs were far more serious 
than they would have been before 
Georgia enacted a prohibition law, and 
in conclusion he made this significant 
statement: “Il want everybody to 
understand that since our people have 
determined that the manufacture and 
sale of ardent spirits shall stop, this 
court, to the extent of its jurisdiction 
under the United States law, its going 
to help the Georgia people enforce the 
Georgia law. Somebody may regard 
that as federal usurpation, but I do not 
think so. I think we are mutually 
helping each other.’’ 


HAVING TROUBLE ABOUT 
PAVING OF SIDEWALKS 


Private Contractors Are Underbid- 
dipg the Contractors Em- 
ployed by the City. 

The city is having some trouble about 
the laying of tile sidewalks. aA rep- 
resentative of the Southern Tile and 
Stone Company, which has a contract 
with the city to lay tile sidewalks, 
appeared before the street committee 
of council yesterday, and stated that 
private contractors were going around 
and underbidding the city contractors. 

It seems that the city has to give 
property holders 30 days’ notice to lay 
curb and sidewalks, and if they do not 
do the work, then the city, has it done, 
and charges the cost to the property. 
It wag stated by the city engineer 
that the téle contract was for |! I-3 
cents on time, and {0 !-2 cents for 
caeh, and that privare contractors led 
the property holders to believe that the 
price was only for |! ?t#-3 cents. 

The street committee decided to rec- 
ommend to council not to permit the 
commissioner of public works to grade 
for sidewalks until the 30 days had ex- 
pired, as this would force the private 
contractors to do the grading if they 
laid the tile.

All About the Frog. 


Mr. Plane stated that at Sparks Gap, 
13 miles from Birmingham, Ala., from 
where the chem ‘had been ordered, the 
spur track of the Southern railway had 
gotten into such a bad condition as to 
be unfit for use and the cars of shert 
could not be hauled away. An appeal 
was made to the. Southern railway, and 
after some delay a gang of thands were 
put to work on the spur.
